With only IO jurors seated in 
the jury box at the noon recess, 
two 
peremptory 
challenges 
re­ 
maining for each side and a 13th 
alternate juror still to be drawn in 
addition to filling the two vacant 
seats, considerable doubt was be­ 
ing expressed by observers at the 
trial as to whether the jury seating 
could be completed during the F ri­ 
day afternoon session. 
There will be no further court 
sessions until next Monday morn­ 
ing. 
At the close of the Thursday 
afternoon 
session, all 
regular 
jury box seats but one had been 
filled 
On Friday morning soon after 
the opening of court two jurors al­ 
ready seated were excused by the 
court’s order. One was Horace K. 
Wilson, who was reported suffering 
with a form of respiratory trouble

Girl Wrestler 
Tells Motive 
For Slaying 


HOUSTON, 
Tex. 
UR — Police 
Itudied the statement today of a 
dark-haired girl wrestler who has 
given a motive and another bizarre 
touch to the bomb-trap death of 
Helen Harris Weaver. 
Mrs. Weaver, 51, socially prom­ 
inent ranchwoman, was' blasted to 
death Jan. 19 in San Angelo, Tex., 
by a bomb planted in her 
hus­ 
bands automobile. 
The pretty woman wrestler, who 
performs under the name of “ Na­ 
ture G irl and works some as a 
barmaid in Dallas, said Harry L. 
Washburn offered her $10,000 
to 
murder Mrs. 
Weavers 
husband. 
His murder, she said, was to be 
a part of a $100,000 extortion plot 
against the woman. 
But 
“ Nature 
Girl, 
otherwise 
Mrs. Adela Heninger, said that she 
told Washburn, now charged with 
murder in the case, that she want­ 
ed no part of the deal. She quoted 
Washburn as saying: 
“ Weaver is a hard touch. Mrs. 
Weaver is' an easy touch. If I can 
get rid of Weaver, his wife would 
pay off to keep her family from 
harm. She added that Washburn 
intended to get an initial payment 
of $20,000 and eventually a 
total 
of $100,000. 
Washburns plan, she said, was 
for her to contact Weaver in San 
Angelo and get into a discussion 
with him about his gun collection. 
She was to get Weaver into a 
target practice session at his Coke 
County ranch and then to 
shoot 
him, making it appear accidental, 
the signed statement said. 


Police Baffled By 
Rubinstein Slaying 


N E W Y O RK UPt—The search for 
Serge Rubinstein’s killer continued 
today, with authorities apparently 
as baffled about the crime as they 
were when the playboy-financier’s 
body was found Jan. 27. 
The Russian-born, 46-year - old 
Rubinstein was 
trussed, 
gagged 
and strangled in his bedroom. A

businessman, 
a 
heavy 
spender on luxuries 
and 
glamor 
girls, Rubinstein was in so many 
deals and knew so many people 
that his slaying left police with a 
maze of details to untangle. One 
way said the list of suspects had 
been “ narrowed to 10,000.

WASHINGTON (JA-Sen. H. Alex­ 
ander Smith (R-N J) 
said 
today 
Communist China 
is 
trying 
“ a 
great big bluff” in demanding a 
seat in the United Nations Security 
Council as a condition for discus­ 
sing a Formosa cease-fire. 
Smith, senior 
Republican 
on 
the Senate Foreign Relations Far 
Eastern subcommittee, said Pre­ 
mier Chou En-Iai’s answer was 
“ not final. They’ll come, but they 
want to get some concessions 
first. So they start off big.” 
Smith said the Reds are simply 
“ maneuvering for position.’’ 
“ The loss of face for the United 
States would be terrific if we took 
a cease-fire on their terms,” Smith 
said 
“ But in my judgment they 
really want a cease-fire.” 
Smith said he believes Red Chi­ 
na and Russia “ want to neutralize 
our forces in that part of the Pa ­ 
cific. Then they could start their 
aggressive tactics in other parts of 
the w'orld without fear of any trou­ 
ble over Formosa.” 
Prqss Officer Henry Suydam of 
the State Department called the 
Red Chinese answer 
a 
“ further 
flouting of the United 
Nations,” 
but he too indicated further steps 
can be expected. 


20th Postwar Crisis 


In Paris Predicted 
As Being In Offing 


P A R IS 
UR — Pierre 
Mendes- 
France’s hours as French premier 
appeared numbered today as the 
National Assembly headed for 
post-midnight vote of confidence on 
his North African policy. 


Mendes-France demanded the 
vote, on which defeat would top­ 
ple his seven-month-old govern­ 
ment, after two days of bitter de­ 
bate highlighted by a rift in his 
own Radical Socialist party. 


The defection among his nomi­ 
nal followers made the prospect of 
his ouster so great that some of 
his own ministers privately voiced 
hopelessness. 
The vote will 
be 
on 
Mendes- 
France’s whole North African pol­ 
icy, including Tunisian home rule, 
an increased share in government 
for Algeria’s Moslem majority and 
certain “ reforms” for Morocco. 
But the critical issue was home 
rule for the Tunisian nationalists, 
a specter which alarms the im­ 
portant French businessmen living 
in the protectorate.

“ IT IS FO R the Security Coun­ 
cil, which is constantly striving for 
peace, to consider this rejection,” 
he said, “ and we shall be consult­ 
ing with other members toward a 
further meeting.” 
Chairman George (D-Ga) of the 
Senate Foreign Relations commit­ 
tee said “ it may be a propaganda 
bluff,” and 
Sen. 
Mansfield 
(D- 
Mont), a committee member, said, 
“ We must remember that all ne­ 
gotiation is a matter of trading 
back and forth.” 
Sen. Knowland (R-Calif), the mi­ 
nority leader, said it was “ ill temp­ 
ered.” Unless the free world is pre­ 
pared for a Far Eastern Munich, 
Knowland said, “ This is a place to 
let the Communist Chinese regime 
stew in its own juice.” 


TH E P R O B A B IL IT Y of France’s 
20th postwar 
government 
crisis 
raised the question of what might 
happen to the Paris accords to re­ 
arm West Germany as a member 
of the North Atlantic Alliance. 
These treaties, approved by the 
Assembly, are still under consid­ 
eration in the Senate. 
However, 
Assembly observers believed there 
were other possible premiers who 
could successfully pilot the pacts 
through the remaining parliamen­ 
tary stages. 
Mendes-France bluntly told the 
Assembly last night he planned to 
continue the 
African 
policy 
he 
launched when he visited 
Tunis 
last July. To quiet terrorism stem­ 
ming from nationalist discontent, 
he’ promised “ local autonomy” to 
the area’s 3 Vi million people. 


So far he has been unable to 
conclude an agreement with the 
nationalists. The only alternate, 
he said, was police repression to 
put down violence and unrest. 


His remarks failed to rally much 
evidence of support. 
Many 
deputies 
felt 
Mendes- 
France’s doom was sealed yester­ 
day when former Premier Rene 
Mayer, a Radical Socialist, broke 
with him on his North African pol­ 
icy and split the party wide open. 
It was believed that 
20 
or 
30 
members of the 
faction, 
which 
commands 76 seats in the Assem­ 
bly, would follow 
Mayer. 
Those 
votes were believed necessary to 
save Mendes-France.

TAIPEH, Formosa (IR — Amer­ 
ica's mighty 7th Fleet, cocked and 
primed for heavy duty and 
vast 
risks, rode at anchor or cruised at 
maritime today, still waiting and 
still wondering 
The fleet, built around several 
large carriers, has been on sta­ 
tion for well over a week now 
for some action in support of Chi­ 
ang Kai shek’s Nationalist 
Chi­ 
nese and to put a stop to Red en­ 
croachment in the F o r m o s a 
Straits. 
At first, the job seemed to bs 
merely tho removal of troops and 
equipment plus some 15,000 civil­ 
ians from the Tachen Islands, 200 
miles north of here. 
This, to a fleet like the 7th, was 
a small operation, but it held bil­ 
lion-dollar 
dangers 
because 
It 
would thrust American forces for 
the first time into direct participa­ 
tion in the Chinese civil war and 
would certainly

into 
close shore waters that the Reds 
consider theirs.

WASHINGTON (JV-Two bills de­ 
signed to aid in rehabilitating juve­ 
nile delinquents and 
another 
in­ 
tended to keep 
teen-agers 
away 
from vice spots in 
Mexico were 
proposed by Senate 
investigators 
today. 
Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn) 
said 
he and Senators 
Hennings (D- 
Mo) and Langer (R-ND) 
were 
joining in introducing the meas­ 
ures as a result of an inquiry 
conducted last year. 
They were members of the spe­ 
cial Senate 
juvenile 
delinquency 
subcommittee which was 
headed 
by Sen. Hendrickson (R N J). 
One of the bills provides for the 
waiver to state authorities of juve­ 
niles who also have violated fed­ 
eral law. In explanation of this, 


Kefauver said in a statement: 
“ Welfare and 
correctional 
au­ 
thorities unanimously subscribe to 
the principle that a delinquent boy 
or girl is most effectively rehabili­ 
tated when he can be kept close 
to his own home, family and com­ 
munity. 
s s * 
“ U N L IK E AN adult, a released 
juvenile offender 
usually 
returns 
to his parental family. His effect­ 
ive rehabilitation, 
therefore, 
re­ 
quires that the family, as well as 
the juvenile, be worked with to the 
end of creating a home situation 
in which the juvenile can eventual­ 
ly find himself.” 
Kefauver said also that trans­ 
porting a youngster hundreds of 


school for boys here involved “ un­ 
necessary and unproductive expen­ 
diture of federal funds.” 
A second bill would permit fos­ 
ter parents to claim income tax 
exemption for foster children, in 
an effort to encourage families to 
take in homeless children. 
The third bill would restrict un 
accompanied juveniles from cross­ 
ing the nation’s borders, a meas­ 
ure Kefauver related to conditions 
along the Mexican border. 
“ Despite sincere efforts .to curb 
vice in certain communities along 
the border,” Kefauver said, “ our 
respected neighbor Mexico is still 
confronted at points with a serious 
traffic 
in 
narcotics, 
prostitution 
and other vices from which juve 
miles 
to 
the 
national 
training I niles should be protected.” 


As Washington C. H. and F a y ­ 
ette County, with the exception of 
J e f f e r s o n Township, approach­ 
ed the end of the first week with­ 
out a municipal court judge, 
18 
cases had accumulated since mid­ 
night Monday when Judge Robert 
L. Brubaker’s resignation became 
effective. 
Most of these cases, it was 
said at the office of the city clerk, 
are of comparatively minor im ­ 
portance and that those brought 
in had posted bond with the po­ 
lice sergeant on the desk at the 
time.

Up around City Hall, there is a 
mixed feeling of relief and anxiety 
—relief that there have been no 
major cases and anxiety that some­ 
thing might turn up while there is 
no municipal court judge and the 
common pleas court is all tied up 
with the John Southward murder 
trial. 
City cases pending at noon F ri­ 
day included those of eight red 
light runners; one excessive noise 
maker, one reckless operator; one 
speeder; two disorderly conducts 
and two plain durnks. 
Highway Patrol cases pending 
are: two for excessive speed and 
one for failure to obey an auto­ 
matic signal. 
With the expectation that 
a 
judge would be appointed by that 
time, several of the cases had 
been set down for hearing F r i­ 
day morning, which had been a 
regular court session day. When 
there still was not a judge, they 
were re-scheduled for a later 
hearing. 
Meanwhile, there was still no def­ 
inite word from the office of the 
governor on the appointment of an 
attorney to take the place left 
vacant when Judge Brubaker’s res­ 
ignation became effective at mid­ 
night of Jan. 31. 
Day by day calls this week to 
the governor’s office have brought 
only indications that the appoint­ 
ment would be made soon and ii 


has been expected each day, al­ 
though neither the governor nor 
his executive-secret ary, Ray White, 
made any definite statement to that 
effect. 
The Bar Anociation here made 
no recommendation for the new 
municipal judge and that left the 
door wide open for speculation.

To Justice Also 


Bystanders at the trial of John 
Southward for murder, now un­ 
derway in the 
Fayette County 
Common Pleas Court, as well as 
all the jurors and even the yet 
uncalled prospective jurors, have 
an obligation to Justice. 
That obligation is “ under no 
circumstance should the public 
discuss the John Southward trial 
now underway, with any juror or 
member of the venire.” 
Judge John I*. Case, 
in 
de­ 
scribing the responsibilities to the 
veniremen, said “ you are in no 
instance to read, disc uss or listen 
to any discussion of this trial 
now in the process of selecting 
a jury.” 
We as citizens of 
this 
com­ 
munity should be familiar with 
the rules and regulations of the 
court and obey its orders and try 
to help the jurors by refraining 
from any mention of the trial 
while in their presence. 
In a relative small community 
like Fayette County, it 
is

Loff-A-Doy 
'Real' Cleopatra Story Told 


We have heard it stated repeatedly here 
in our own community, have seen it print­ 
ed by some writers and spoken by various 
individuals from many places over the 
nation, that the United States is economi­ 
cally self-sufficient. 
Some tell us that everything we need 
in war or peace can be found right here 
in this country within our own borders. 
This would be a happy situation if it real­ 
ly existed but it doesn’t. 
The fact is that just as some people feel 
they are self-sufficient and do not need 
help or even association with other peo­ 
ple, there are many who feel the same 
way about our own country. This is un­ 
fortunate thinking. Just as it is often 
found out by individuals who sometimes 
learn that they need the association with 
other decent people even if only to main­ 
tain ability to see and think clearly and 
unselfishly. 
Recently Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
pointed out some things that ought to 
make 
all of us remember that this na­ 
tion does need many things from other 
lands. 
*. 
He said. “Of the 38 important minerals 


and metals vital to American production, 
the United States is self-sufficient in only 
nine. We cannot enjoy peace or wage war 
without adequate imports of the other 29, 
a large portion of which must come from 
overseas. We must be prepared to bring 
in essential raw materials by ship.” 
That isn’t all. Foreign trade is a two- 
way street, and it’s a busy thoroughfare 
in both directions. Great numbers of farm­ 
ers and industrial workers depend, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, in whole or in part, 
on our exports for their jobs, markets and 
livelihood. Those foreign sales are vital to 
armies of people who may have never 
seen an ocean, and who live in the great 
mid-continent industrial and agricultural 
regions. And most of that traffic moves 
by ship, just as does the traffic imports. 
Obviously, it would be potentially dis­ 
astrous to depend on foreign merchant 
marines to provide the service — they 
could be lost to us at once in case of war. 
That’s why we must k e e p a big and u p -to - 
date American merchant marine plying 
the high seas.

Bad News for Wool Producers

Your baby probably is a lot 
sm arter than you think. 
Now it may seem like a pretty 
stupid trick to you for someone 
to refuse to eat. But often that is 
precisely what your baby does 
just to get a little m ore attention. 


A Major Error 
It’s a big mistake to try to force 
your youngster to eat when he’s 
not hungry, or to give him more 
food than he should have simply 
to make him gain weight quick­ 
ly 
Frequently such a practice will 
lend to a lot of trouble. 
The baby will resist your cf 
forts. He will refuse to eat. 


Incorrect Attitudes 
Naturally, you aren’t going to 
stand for that, are you? You’ll 
scold him or you’ll praise him in 
an effort to get him to eat. Either 
way you’ll make a big fuss over 
him. 
As I said, a baby is much wiser 
than most parents think. He will 
quickly sense that he gets a great 
deal of attention by not eating 
And all babies like attention. 
lf your youngster has p o o r 
eating habits he will become in­ 
creasingly difficult to handle as 
the years pass 
There s another reason y o u 
parents are sometimes to blame 
for your baby’s refusal to eat cer­ 
tain foods, lf you or any m em ­ 
bers of jour family show a dis 
like Ter a particular food in the 
baby's presence, your youngster 
might decide then and there that 
he doesn’t like it either, 


Like Monkeys 
Just rem em ber that babies are 
quick <o do things they see others 
do. 
Even if your tot is too young to 
understand words, he can sense 
that you don’t like some vege­ 


table or other food if you wrinkle 
your tose or make a face while 
giving it to him. 
Here, again, are a few rules to 
follow when feeding your baby: 
Don’t be anxious or worried if 
he refuses to eat or is slow in 
learning to take new foods. 


Don’t Force 
Don’t try to force him to eat 
any foods or give him too much 
at one time. 
Don’t shout, punish, scold or 
plead with him to eat. 
Don’t entertain him at meal­ 
times by singing or talking to 
him or by any other means. 
Don’t do anything in his pres­ 
ence to show a dislike for any 
parti *ular food. 
Don’t ask h i rn 
whether he 
wants the food in a tone which 
invites refusal. 
Don’t give him dessert until he 
has eaten all of ‘Us other solid 
foods. 
Try to make his mealtime a 
happy time. 
Tomorrow ITI tell you what to 
do if your baby does refuse to eat. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
L. H.: What would cause pain 
and soreness in the lower part of 
the back?

Ohio Supreme 
Court Shuns 
Reds' Appeal 


COLUMBUS (if) — The Ohio Su­ 
preme Court has declined to re­ 
view lowrer court rulings involving 
five witnesses charged with refus­ 
ing to answer questions of the Un- 
American Activities Commission. 
The five — Laverne Slagle, his 
wife, Olga 
Perry, 
Paul 
Bohus, 
Rose Mladajan and Eula Ann Coop­ 
er—were indicted by a Stark Coun­ 
ty grand jury for contempt of the 
commission. 
Charges 
stemmed 
from a hearing Oct. 21, 1953. 
The charges were dismissed by 
common pleas court, but an 
ap­ 
pellate court overturned his ruling 
and returned the cases to the trial 
court for prosecution. The five ap­ 
pealed this decision. 
The 
Ohio 
Racing 
Commission 
lost its effort to appeal 
Summit 
County court decisions granting As­ 
cot Park track permission to oper­ 
ate in 1954. 
Attorneys 
for 
the 
commission 
contended the decision was a test 
of the race group’s 
authority 
to 
deny racing meet licenses 
The Supreme Court called for a 
new trial for Charles Robinson on 
charges arising from a 1952 shoot­ 
ing of a pedestrian, Pedro H. Vas- 
quez near Youngstown. 
Robinson was indicted for first 
degree murder, but convicted by 
three common pleas 
judges 
for 
second degree murder. An appel­ 
late court changed the conviction 
to first degree manslaughter and 
put him on 
probation. 
Robinson 
appealed the decision.

NEW YORK UP)—Some lines of 
business have made such a good 
recovery from their earlier set­ 
back that they are beginning to 
push into new ground. 
And the recovery is best today in 
some areas which only a year ago 
were the most worried. 
The day’s news file is spotted 
with such items. One of the most 
significant is the climb of electri­ 
city output last 
week 
to 
better 
than IO billion kilowatt hours. It’s 
the first time the power industry 
has ever hit such a mark. It puts 
electricity use 13 per cent above 
a year ago. 
Home use of electricity is climb­ 
ing, of course. But it was the in­ 
dustrial pickup that sent the utili­ 
ties’ sales to a new high. And 
Edison Electric Institute notes that 
the m ark was achieved chiefly be­ 
cause the central industrial region 
was using a lot more power just 
now. 
This 
region, 
extending 
from 
Pittsburgh to St. Louis and north 
through Michigan, is a concentrat 
ed area of durable goods manu­ 
facture. Here in great num ber are 
the steel mills, the auto plants, the 
factories that turn out household 
appliances and farm machinery. 
And the Federal Reserve Bank 
jof Chicago points out that the in­ 
dustrial recovery in that area is 
outpacing the rest of the nation. 
This was the region where the 
very 
spotty recession of 1953-54 
was the most troublesome, where 
industrial output fell off the most, 
where unemployment was a big 
problem. Now’, according to the 
bank, this area is leading the na­ 
tion in recovery. 
The big spurt in car production 
is an old story by now.
